After her conferences with Cockrill 


and' the attorneys for the common- 
wealth during the noon recess, she 
continued them during the aftertioon 
and evening with Daniel Hwml. the 
lather of Mrs. Marcum. Jml.^e John 
Patrick, Attorney W. W. Vaugh anil 
others, asking them to Intercede for 
her son.

Accord 
Ing to the best Information fron. those 
who were In the conference Curtis 
Jett offered through his mother to 
make a confession Implicating others 
in the feud murders In Hreathltt coun- 
ty, but be insists on saving his uncles, 
and for this reason the commonwealth 
would not accept his overtures. 


Few Witnesses for Prisoner.

Ritchie, 


chancellor of tho exchequer. 


Lord George Hamilton, secretary of 


state for India. 


Disagree Over Food Tax. 


Secretary Chamberlain resigned be- 


cause he could not come to an agree- 
ment with Premier linlfour over the 
question ilt n tax cm,fond and raw ma- 
terials. 
In the general features of a 


proposeil now fiscal policy the two 
men agree; but the premier declines 
to advocate a tax on food and Mr. 
Chamberlain does not believe commer- 
cial unity between England and the 
colonies can be achieved without such 
u tax. 


Chancellor of the Exchequer Ritchie 


resigns because he Is at variance with 
Premier Halfour's policy of retaliat- 
ory tariffs, just as hu disagreed with 
Clmnihorluln's scheme for preferential 
duties. 


More Vacancies Likely. 


More resignations are expected. H 


K rumored that Lord IJalfour of Bur- 
lelgh, secretary for Scotland, has ac- 
tually resigned. It IH expected that the 
duke of Devonshire will take this op- 
portunity to retire, as It Is suspected 
that he Is opposed to the 'radical 
changes In fiscal policy favored by 
Ballour.

hands Sept. 9. Tho cabinet met on 
Sept. 1!!, and, although the resigna- 
tion must have been a matter for 
prolonged discussion, the session was 
followed only by a vague rumor that 
the colonial secretary would resign.

declined to make any public state- 
ment. 


For Imperial Union.

union of England and her colonies.

different parts of the lot and even 
greater areas can bis protected In a 
like manner.

and corn have been saved In this 
way, 
and the plan has been tried in 


the largo wheat sections of the Da- 
kotas and on the fruit farms of Cali- 
fornia. When Urns of this kind nre 
employed for this; 
puqposet

smoke usually hangi; close to

ground and keeps tho heat from ris- 
ing Into the air so that the fire act- 
ually warms the atmosphere.
